Summary of Contents 


Our Exports of Cotton Piece-Goods (Page 428) 


Exports of cotton piece-goods in 1935 amounted to 
2,013 million linear yards, compared with 2,060 
million in 1934, 2,117 million in 1933 and 7,075 
million in 1913. Comparing 1935 with 1934, there 
was a decline of 46 million linear yards (2:2 per 
cent.). Declines occurred in respect of three of the 
five categories, exports of dyed goods falling by 44 
million yards (75 per cent.), unbleached by 21 
million yards (62 per cent.) and white bleached by 
10 million yards (1-7 per cent.); these were partly 
offset by increases in the case of coloured cottons 
(15 million yards, 15:3 per cent.) and printed piece- 
goods (14 million yards, or 8:1 per cent.). To five of 
the thirteen geographical areas shown exports in 
1935 were greater than in 1934, the principal 
increase being recorded for West Africa. Of the 
eight declines South America showed the largest. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 431) 


For the third consecutive month average daily 
receipts in August showed an increase of 5-2 per 
cent, as compared with a year earlier. 


Certificates for Piece-Goods Exports (Page 435) 
Governments of those Colonial Dependencies in 
which the quota system is in force for certain types 
of piece-goods have been requested to arrange for 
modifications, as specified, to be made in existing 
regulations regarding certificates of origin for United 
Kingdom exports. 


German Trade Distribution (Page 440) 


With the policy of reducing imports of finished 
goods and semi-manufactures maintained, declines 





in total imports from both France and Great Britain 
were shown for the first six months of this, as com. 
pared with the corresponding period of last year, 
There was a heavy reduction in imports of ray 
materials from the Soviet Union, but Sweden, Fip. 
land and Turkey, among other countries, increaged 
their supplies. The rise in German exports was 
spread over most countries, the exceptions including 
Belgium and the Irish Free State. 


Czechoslovak Tariff Modifications (Page 445) 

An Additional Agreement to the Austrian. 
Czechoslovak Commercial Treaty of May, 193], 
entails a number of alterations in rates of Customs 
duties applicable to certain goods imported into 
Czechoslovakia from Austria and other countries 
(including the United Kingdom) enjoying most.

EXPORTS OF COTTON PIECE-GOODS IN 1935 
COMPARISONS WITH 1913 AND 1933-34 


An analysis of the exports of the different classes of 
cotton piece-goods to various oversea markets in the 
years 1913 and 1932-34 appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
October 10, 1935 (pages 498-501). The corresponding 
particulars for 1935 have now been compiled, and are 
shown in the following tables, together with those for 
each of the years 1913, 1933 and 1934. Certain details 
relating to the exports to principal countries, not shown 
separately in the attached tables, will appear in due 
course in Volume III of the ‘‘ Annual Statement of 
the Trade of the United Kingdom ”’ for 1935. 


While in 1913 linear yardage was the only unit of 
quantity employed in the trade returns, three measures 
have been utilised since January, 1921—linear yardage, 
square yardage and weight. In the monthly trade 
accounts, details of consignments to particular 
countries are shown by square yardage and value only, 
but particulars of total exports of the several classes of 
cotton piece-goods appear by linear yardage, square 
yardage, weight and value. 


Aggregate exports of cotton piece-goods in 1935 
amounted to 2,013 million linear yards, compared with 
2,060 million in 1934, 2,117 million in 1933 and 7,075 
million in 1918. Comparing 1935 with 1984, there was 
a decline of 46 million linear yards (2:2 per cent.). 
Declines occurred in respect of three of the five cate- 
gories, exports of dyed goods falling by 44 million linear 
yards (75 per cent.), unbleached by 21 million (6-2 
per cent.) and white bleached by 10 million (1-7 per 





cent.); these were partly offset by increases in the case 
of coloured cottons (15 million linear yards, or 15°3 pet 
cent.) and printed piece-goods (14 million, or 3°1 per 
cent.). In comparison with 1933, the decline amounted 
in the aggregate to 103 million linear yards (4:9 per 
cent.), the changes in respect of the various categories 
being similar in direction to those shown above; the 
largest decrease was recorded, however, for white 
bleached goods (59 million linear yards) and the largest 
increase for printed goods (39 million). 


Aggregate exports have shown a successive decline 
annually since 1932, though the total for last year was 
still 223 million linear yards (12-5 per cent.) above the 
low figure recorded in 1931. 


Exports of cotton piece-goods to five of the thirteen 
geographical areas shown in the accompanying tables 
were greater in 1935 than in 1934. The principal 
crease (109 million linear yards) was recorded for be 
Africa; the second largest increase was in respect 0 
the Dutch East Indies, etc., but amounted only # 
13 million linear yards. The other three markets & 
ports to which were greater than in 1934—Mexio, 
Central America, etc., South and East Africa, and the 
Irish Free State—have each shown a continuous 
crease since 1981, exports to the Irish Free State ® 
1935 being the largest so far recorded. Of the declines 
shown in respect of the other eight geographical areas, 
the largest occurred in the case of South America (5 
million linear yards)—a market which had expanded in 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


each of the three previous years—and British India 
45 million). Other important declines were shown for 
Europe excluding the Balkans (34 million linear yards), 
North Africa (19 million) and Australia and New 
Yealand (18 million); exports to the two last-named 
markets have declined continuously in the last three 
years. As compared with 1933, the markets showing 
the largest increases were West Africa (58 million linear 
yards) and British India (57 million), while the most 
important decreases were in respect of North Africa 
79 million), Europe excluding the Balkans (52 
million), China, Japan and Hong Kong, etc. (45 
million) and South America (43 million). 


The heavy fall in exports of cotton piece-goods since 
the war is largely attributable to reductions in the quan- 
tities taken by India and by China, Japan and Hong 
Kong, etc., these reductions amounting to 2,560 
million and 755 million linear yards, respectively, out 
of an aggregate decline of 5,062 million compared with 
1913; exports in 1935 to the following markets also 
showed very substantial reductions, however, compared 
with the same year:—Dutch East Indies, etc. (456 
million linear yards); the Balkans, Near and Middle 
East (883 million); South America (802 million); and 
North Africa (298 million). Only in the case of South 
and East Africa was there an increase (57 million linear 
yards) in 1935 as compared with 1913, but exports 
to West Africa last year were only 7 million linear yards 
less than in 1913. 


The changes in the relative importance of the various 
geographical areas as markets for our piece-goods are 
shown in the two following tables, which give the per- 
centage distribution in 1918 and 1935. In the second 
table trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded 
fom the calculation in view of the fact that it was 
treated as internal trade in 1913.

The tables show that India is still our largest market 
for cotton piece-goods, although the proportion taken 
fell from 43-2 per cent. in 1913 to 25:3 per cent. in 
1935. The latter figure is, however, the highest re- 
corded in the last five years, with the exception of 
1934, when the proportion was 269 per cent. In addi- 
tion to India, four other markets took a smaller pro- 
portion in 1935 than in 1918, viz., China, Japan, etc., 
Dutch East Indies,, Ceylon, etce., the Balkans, Near 
and Middle East, and North Africa, the decline in 
each case being relatively large, but greatest in respect 
of China, Japan, etc. The shares taken by each of 
these four markets have declined continuously in 
recent years, with the exception of the 1935 figure for 
the Dutch East Indies, etc., which showed some in- 
crease over 1934. There was a very substantial 
increase between 1913 and 1935 in the proportions 
consigned to West Africa, South and East Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand, Europe (excluding the 
Balkans) and South America, the last-mentioned 
being again, as in the three preceding years, our 
second largest market. Only four of the markets 
specified took a larger proportion of our exports in 
1935 than in the previous year, viz., Dutch East 
Indies, etc.; Mexico, Central America and West 
Indies; West Africa; and South and East Africa. 


The detailed tables show the actual linear yardage 
exported to the various geographical areas in each of 
the last three years and in 1918, together with the 
value, weight and linear yardage per 1,000 square 
yards. Taking the exports of cotton piece-goods as a 
whole, it will be seen that, as in previous years, the 
average value per 1,000 square yards of the goods sent 
to India in 1935 was lower than that for any other 
market, being the same as the record low figure of 
£13°8 shown for 1933. As in 1934, China, Japan and 
Hong Kong, etc., was the market taking the most 
expensive cloths during 1935, more than one half of 
the total exports to this destination consisting of piece- 
goods dyed in the piece. Next in order came Aus- 


_ tralia and New Zealand, followed by the Irish Free 


State and Europe, excluding the Balkans. 


The average weight per square yard of the cotton 
piece-goods exported to India was, as customary, very 
much lower than that recorded for any other market, 
being 30 per cent. less than the figure recorded for the 
Balkans, Near and Middle East, the market taking 
the next lightest goods. The highest average weight 
per square yard—more than double the figure for 
India—was shown in respect of the Irish Free State 
and Australia and New Zealand; these two markets also 
took the heaviest goods in 1933 and 1934, The average 
width of the goods sent to the different markets varied 
considerably, ranging from 39:3 inches in the case of 
India to 30°0 inches for Mexico, Central America and 
West Indies; these two markets also took the widest 
and narrowest goods, respectively, in 1933 and 1934. 


The average value per square yard of the aggregate 
exports in 1935 was somewhat higher than in 1934, 
which, in turn, had shown a slight increase on the 
record low figure reached in 1932 and 1933; there was 
no change, as compared with 1934, in the average 
value of unbleached goods, while each of the other 
categories showed slight increases. The average weight 
per square yard of the total exports again increased 
last year and was the highest figure so far recorded; the 
increase as compared with 1934 was shared by each of 
the five classes, being greatest (2°9 per cent.) in respect 
of dyed goods. The average width of the cotton piece- 
goods exported was the same as in 1934 (34'8 inches), 
the greatest change among the individual categories 
being a decrease of 2°5 per cent. in respect of un- 
bleached goods.

SAFETY IN COAL MINES 
ROYAL COMMISSION 


Public sittings of the Royal Commission on Safety

FOOD COUNCIL AND PRICE OF BREAD 


Under the Food Council’s scale the maximum price 
of bread rises to 83d. per 4 lb. loaf when the published 
price of standard grade flour in the London district 
plus the quota payment under the Wheat Act, 19382, 
rises above 35s. per sack of 280 lbs. The price of flour 
in the London district was increased to 33s. 6d. per 
sack on September 12 and the addition of the quota 
payment of 2s. per sack to that price brought the total 
amount above 35s. The Food Council were informed 
that the Joint Price Committee of the London bakers’ 
associations had decided that the price of bread should 
be increased from 8d. to 84d. per 4 lb. loaf on Monday, 
September 21. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
WORKED GRANITE 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 27) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 872), which increases the duty on granite, 
dressed, polished, carved or otherwise worked (other 





than setts and curbs, and granite sawn or planed on 
one or two sides only but not further worked) from 20 
to 30 per cent. ad valorem, 


The Order took effect from September 22, 1936. 


In their Report the Committee say that imports of 
the kinds of manufactured granite described have risen 
notwithstanding the increase of the duty, under the 
Additional Import Duties (No. 22) Order, 1934, from 
15 to 20 per cent. ad valorem. The great bulk are 
graveyard memorials. The Committee are of opinion 
that a very considerable proportion of the present 
imports represents a new trade in cheap granite 
memorials which has not been acquired directly at the 
expense of the British granite industry, but that the 


* Jatter have now an interest in this trade which it would 


be legitimate to protect. They regard as of more 
serious consequence, however, the considerable in- 
crease of foreign competition in the higher class goods 
in which the British manufacturers have long 
specialised.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 


Weather has been favourable for the young cane crop in 
Barbados and there is every indication at present that next 
year’s sugar crop will be another large one. Trade conditions 
are quiet. 

In Jamaica general trade conditions continue to show 
signs of improvement. Welcome rains have been general. 
Shipments of bananas for the seven months ended July 
amounted to 9,420,365 stems, as compared with 13,485,551 
stems during the corresponding period of 1935. This appre- 
ciable decrease is due to the setback to the industry as 4 
result of the hurricanes last autumn. The American market 
for ginger has been very active, following an announce 
ment by the United States Customs of the imposition of a 
20 per cent. ad valorem duty on and after September 6. 

The weather in Trinidad has been favourable; the rain- 
fall has been above the average and very welcome to most 
planters. The total yield of the 1936 sugar crop is now 
reported to be 154,665 tons, as compared with 117,780 tons 
last year, and exceeds the previous record of 129,763 tons in 
1933 by 24,902 tons. Activity in the oil industry continues 
to increase ; exports of mineral oil for the six months ended 
June amounted to 210,895,363 gallons, compared with 
191,769,634 galls. during the corresponding period last year. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, the young 
cane cultivation for next year’s sugar crop in Antigua and 
St. Kitts is in excellent condition and well advanced. 

In British Guiana general trade shows some improvement. 
Weather has been hot and sunny, with occasional light 
showers. Grinding of the autumn sugar crop is now general 
and there is every indication of good yields. The rice 
market is very active. There is considerable activity in the 
gold industry which continues to attract Canadian and 
American mining interests. Exports of bauxite continue to 
show a large expansion, the total for July amounting to 
27,206 tons, compared with 15,280 tons in July, 1935, and 
for the seven months ended July last to 97,338 tons, against 
60,734 tons during the same period last year. 


CANADA 
FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re 
ceived cabled advice from Ottawa of the following fruit ship- 
ments to various United Kingdom ports between September

The Transvaal gold output in August, where there were 
9 working days, was 964,517 fine ozs. with a value, includ- 
ing the premium, on the basis of £6 18s. a fine oz., of 
£6,655,167, compared with 929,331 fine ozs. and a value, on 
the basis of £7 a fine oz., of £6,505,317 in August, 1935 (27 
working days). The average daily output increased 1,245 
fine ozs. to 37,097 and the number of natives employed 2,055 
to 294,556. 

Railway earnings from August 9 to September 5 amounted 
to £2,495,429, or £195,429 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings from April 1 to September 5 were £13,503,532, or 
about £523,000 above the estimate, as compared with 
£12,380,102 for the corresponding period of the previous 
financial year:

The maize market is fluctuating owing to continued un- 
certainty regarding the reliability of estimates of the Union 
crop. Large consumers are restricting purchases to imme- 
diate requirements, but prices remain high for this time of 
year owing to speculative buying in anticipation of a further 
rise. 

The new season’s wool clip is estimated at about 262 
million Ibs., compared with about 238 million lbs. last season. 
Fair quantities are arriving at Port Elizabeth and the 
quality of the wool is good. The market ruled firm at the 
opening of the selling season at Cape Town on September 10 
and Port Elizabeth on September 14; competition was keen 
and general and good business was transacted on Japanese 
account. 

The winter clip of mohair is estimated at about 3,000 bales 
and the fair supplies coming forward are selling freely. 

Hides are in good demand and the market is firm. Skins 
are firm, competition being keen. Goatskins have improved 
dightly with angoras steady. Capeskins and shearlings are 
indemand on American account. 

Ostrich feathers are unchanged. 

Supplies of wattle bark are slow, but the market is slightly 
firmer. Oversea demand for extract has improved; prices 
are unchanged. 

The latest estimate of the sugar crop is 422,590 short tons. 

The progress of secondary industries is maintained and 
factories generally are well employed.

Imports AND SOURCES 


In the first six months of 1936 Germany’s imports at the 
figure of 2,111 million Reichsmarks were not quite 1 per 
cent. less than in the same period of 1935. 


“From some countries imports declined considerably, but 
increases from other countries practically made up the pre- 
vious year’s total. The policy of reducing imports of 
finished goods and semi-manufactures was maintained, and 
this is shown in the decline of imports from France, — 60-9 
million R.mks., and Great Britain, — 16-9 million R.mks. 
Imports increased from countries which are mainly food 
producers, the chief increases in this group being from 
Hungary, meat; Bulgaria, meat, fruit and tobacco; Italy, 
fruit and potatoes; Greece, tobacco; Spain, fruit; Denmark, 
fish oils; and Latvia, pigs. The great reduction in imports 
from the Soviet Union, — 72-9 million R.mks., was in raw 
materials, but other raw material countries such as Sweden, 
iron ore; Finland, wood and copper; and Turkey, wool, 
exported more to Germany than in the previous year. 


From oversea countries the increase in imports of food- 
stuffs was shared mainly by India, the Straits Settlements, 
China, Dutch East Indies, Philippines, British West Africa 
and the Belgian Congo; the increase was chiefly of oil fruits 
and oilseeds, but from the Straits Settlements rubber was 
the chief import. Higher imports of coffee were made from 
Colombia and Venezuela. From the United Statés, Mexico, 
Chile and Peru, imports of raw materials increased, mainly 
cotton, wool and ores. Imports from Brazil fell off by 27-5 
million R.mks. and from Argentina by 11-8 million R.mks. 
Raw material imports were also less from the Dutch East

Exports AND DESTINATIONS 


The rise in Germany’s exports in the first six months of 
the current year, compared with the same period of 1935, of 
280-7 million R.mks., was spread over most countries. The 
exceptions were Belgium, the Irish Free State, Lithuania, 
Switzerland, Japan, Palestine, Cuba and a few African 
markets. The main increases were to the Soviet Union, 
+ 28-9 million R.mks.; Roumania, + 21-7 million R.mks.; 
China, + 17-9 million R.mks.; and Yugoslavia, + 15 million 
R.mks. Exports to Peru, Nicaragua, Chile, Costa Rica, 
Ecuador and Guatemala were doubled and to Estonia, Yugo- 
slavia, Mexico, Paraguay, Salvador, Uruguay, Iran and 
British East Africa increased by about 50 per cent. The

DIRECTION OF TRADE 


The outstanding feature of the first quarter of 1936 was 
the increase in the exports to France, which rose from 
182,000 tons (74 million frs.) in 1935 to 310,000 tons (142 
million frs.) in 1936. On the other hand, the exports to 
Hong Kong and China fell from 434,000 tons (134 million 
frs.) in 1935 to 177,000 tons (48 million frs.) in 1936. This 
change in the direction of the two chief exportation currents 
was due to a complete modification of the demand for Indo- 
China rice on the two principal markets. 

Among the other Asiatic markets for Indo-China produce

The exports to the Dutch East Indies, however, fell in 
value from 19-5 million frs. in the first quarter of 1935 to 
only 4 million frs. for the same period of 1936. 

Exports to French colonies doubled in weight and value, 
from 8 million frs. in 1935 to 16 million frs. in 1936, due to 
increased demands from French West Africa. Shipments 
to most European countries show a decrease; but to the 
United States (chiefly rubber), South Africa and Oceania 
show an increase: 

On the import side, France maintains approximately 
the same level year by year, 54:9 per cent. of the total in 
1936 (first quarter) as against 55-5 per cent, in 1935. 

The decrease in quantity and value of the exports is due 
almost entirely to a fall in the grain shipments: rice and 
derivatives fell from 566,000 tons (189 million frs.) in 1935 
to 464,000 tons (170 million frs.) in 1936; and maize from 
aay tons (18-5 million frs.) to 34,000 tons (15-7 million 
frs.). 

It would not, however, be safe to make a forecast of the 
rice and maize exports for the whole year from these figures. 
Exports of rice were abnormally high at the beginning of 
1935 and very low during the last half of the year. It is 
reasonable to suppose that 1936 exports of this commodity 
will be more uniform throughout the year. As regards maize, 
the fall in the exports is due rather to late deliveries than to 
a decreased demand. 

The majority of other commodities exported during the 
first three months of 1936 show an increase over 1935 figures, 
with the exception of sticlac, teak (mostly coming from 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Siam) and cement. The export of sea-salt recommenced in 
1936 after having been practically nil since 1934. 

The importations of motor vehicles continue to show a 
marked increase of nearly 100 per cent, in each successive 
year, 156 being imported into Indo-China during the first 
three months of 1934, 288 in 1935 and 529 in 1936.

Imports and exports in the first half of the eurrent year 
were valued at 52-2 million lats and 53-5 million lats, as eom- 
pared with 53-1 million lats and 45-7 million lats respectively 
in the six months ended June 30, 1935.

Exports of agricultural produce in the first half of 1936 
largely contribited towards the favourable trade balance, 
thus, 7,368 tons of butter, valued at 9-1 million lats, as com- 
pared with 7,276 tons (7-1 million lats), was exported. Bacon 
shipments amounted to 955 tons and realised 1 million lats 
as against 792 tons (0:8 million lats a year ago). Another 
important source of revenue was derived from the export of 
live pigs, of which 44,258, valued at 4:4 million lats, were 
sent abroad.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48,493], published on 
August 27, which amends the United States Marking regula- 
tions as follows :— 


(1) Paper straps or bands which are employed to hold 
several pairs of gloves together are not required to be 
marked to indicate the country of origin of the gloves. 


(2) Berets are required to be marked by means of 
labels sewn to the articles. Glued labels are not accept- 
able. 


(3) Willow baskets may be marked by means of an 
extra flattened piece of wood bearing the name of the 
country of origin in indelible ink provided both ends are 
securely and firmly inserted under the willow weav- 
ing of the baskets. 


(4) Hams and bacon from pigs killed and cured in 
Denmark and sent to England where they are cut up, 
the bones removed, and the meats smoked and shipped 
to the United States, should be marked to show 
‘‘ England ”’ as the country of origin. 


(5) Lenses, including optical and ophthalmic lenses, 
should be individually marked by means of a paper label 
securely attached to each lens, unless it can be shown 
that marking of the individual lens will tend to injure 
it or make it unfit for its intended use. 


In the case of (2) and (5) so far as this decision involves a 
change of practice it will only be applied after a period of 
sixty days has elapsed following the date of publication in 
the Weekly Treasury Decisions.

For many years the preparation of a B.S. Specification for 
Asbestos Cement Slates and Sheets has been in hand and the 
first stage of the work has now been completed with the issue 
of B.S.8. No. 690 Asbestos Cement Slates and Unreinforced 
Flat Sheets and Corrugated Sheets. 

The specification relates solely to the dimensions and work- 
manship of the products. It includes tables, giving ranges of 
standard sizes for the different forms of slates and sheets 
while the reliability of the workmanship is tested by means 
of a transverse test. The manner in which this test,is to be 
made is outlined in detail in an Appendix. 

The foreword to the Specification emphasises that although 
there are no requirements for composition, nor are there 
adequate performance tests, these are questions which are still 
the subject of investigations. Satisfactory progress is being 
made in this work and it is hoped that appropriate require- 
ments will be available for incorporation in an early revision 
of the Specification. 

Some interesting information relating to the use of Asbestos 
Cement Corrugated Sheets on roofs is given for general 
guidance in another Appendix. The information includes 
recommendations with regard to expansion joints and methods 
of fixing the sheets, the maximum spacing of purlins to be 
adopted and the relative advantages of small and large corru- 
gations.

Another important change relates to the standard sections of 
the kerbs.

altered, but in regard to the three rectangular sections pre. 
viously given a considerable measure of simplification has been 
effected by the substitution of two new sections of such g 
design as to require only one pattern of mould and hence 
facilitate their economical production. The new sections 
furnish the batter which is considered desirable to ensure satis.

The publication of B.S.S. No. 698, Oxy-Acetylene Welding 
of Steel Structures, makes a further addition to the series of 
B.S. Specifications relating to welding that are now available. 

The new publication is complimentary to B.S8.S. No. 538 
which was issued in 1934 for the Metal Arc Welding of Steel 
Structures and accordingly follows the same general lines. It 
includes among others, requirements for the methods of 
making the joints, the maximum working stresses to be per- 
mitted, the workmanship and flame conditions to be maintained 
and the tests to be carried out on welded joints. 

There are a number of Appendices which give a consider. 
able amount of useful information. In the specification refer- 
ence is made to the limiting thickness of material which can 
be welded by the ‘leftward ’’ and “ rightward ’’ processes, 
A detailed description of these processes is therefore given in 
one Appendix. 

In another clause the maximum size of fillet welds to be 
made with one run is specified and it is stated that where two 
or more runs are used the step or layer method of making 
welds is to be adopted. Another Appendix is therefore devoted 
to describing this procedure.

This publication has always been looked upon as more in the 
nature of a text-book on transformers than as merely a speci- 
fcation on performance, and this new issue is even more com- 

rehensive than the 1927 edition and embodies various new 
and revised features to which attention is drawn below. 

The most important changes deal with the basis of reference 
for the temperature of the cooling medium and the permissible 
temperature-rises. f 

Particular attention has been paid to the fact that the 
specification will be used extensively throughout the Empire, 
and therefore an attempt has been made as far as possible, 
without penalising the home user, to meet the overseas 
requirements. 

The specification is substantially in line with the inter- 
national specification for transformers, prepared by the Inter- 
national Electrotechnical Commission. 

Reference Ambient Temperature.—The reference ambient 
temperature adopted in the new issue of the specification is 
a maximum temperature above which the apparatus is not 
designed to operate, associated with a lower temperature at 
which it can operate continuously, either in service or under 
test conditions. The previous maximum temperature of 40° C. 
has been retained but is now associated with an average 
operating temperature of 35° C. for normal temperate climates, 
an examination of meteorological records having shown that 
a difference of at least 5° C. exists between the maximum and 
average temperatures of free air over a 24-hour period. Thus 
for the first time diurnal variations in ambient temperature 
have been recognised in the basis of rating of electrical 
apparatus. 

Temperature-rise.—The temperature-rises permitted in the 
new issue take account of the improved methods of cooling now 
available. 

Overloads.—The overloads permitted in the previous issue 
of the specification were not determined on a strictly scientific 
basis. In the new issue the overload tables are more logical 
and scientifically stated, thermal inertia having been taken 
into account. 

Terminal Markings and Vector Diagrams.—Terminal mark- 
ings have been altered, together with the standard vector 
diagrams, so that phase-angles are always reckoned between 
physically opposite terminals and _ between corresponding 
capital and small letters of the alphabet. 

Standard phase-displacements between H.V. and L.V. 
terminals are 0°, 180°, — 30°, and + 30° instead of 0°, 
180°, — 90° and + 90° as given in the previous issue, and 
are now in line with the recommendations of the I.E.C. 

To facilitate parallel-running with existing transformers 
supplied in accordance with the former issue of the specifica- 
tion, a table is given showing the correct interconnection of 
terminals, 

High-voltage Tests.—These have been amplified to take 
more accurate account of the differences in design features 
and service conditions. For the first time lightning and non- 
lightning areas have been recognised and appropriate high- 
voltage tests are now prescribed for these conditions. 

Standard Fitments.—For the first time standard fitments 
are recommended and rating-plates have been standardised. 

Additional Research.—Attention is called in an appendix to 
the increasing importance of impulse testing, noise, clearance 
distances, radio interference, correlation of transformer, and 
line insulation. While the Committee considered it premature 
to lay down any definite standards, research and investigation 
on these subjects continues, in the hope that they can be more 
adequately dealt with in a future revision of the specification. 

Altogether the specification contains nearly fifty per cent. 
more pages than the previous issue.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1937 
EXTENSIONS AT BIRMINGHAM 


A further important extension of the British Indus- 
tries Fair buildings in Birmingham with an impressive 
new main entrance on the north side has been decided 
upon at a meeting of the Fair Management Committee 
in Birmingham.

GENERAL SECTION 


, § ANGLO-TURKISH TRADE AND CLEARING 
AGREEMENT 


EXPLANATORY NOTICE 


1—On September 2 a United Kingdom-Turkey Trade and 
Ckaring Agreement was signed. The Agreement came into 
foree on September 17 and replaces the Trade and Payments 
Agreement signed on June 4, 1935. 

Traders are advised to study the text of the Agreement, 
but the following review of the main provisions, which is, 
however, not exhaustive, may be of interest. Attention is 
specially drawn to paragraph 8 of this notice. 


IMPORTATION AND TARIFF PROVISIONS 


2—As regards the import and tariff regime there are, 
“far as traders are concerned, no changes of major im- 
portance from the Trade and Payments Agreement provi- 
fons, except for the limitation to six months from the 
ming into effect of the new Agreement of the period during 
vhich goods landed on Turkish territory before June 20, 
1835, and not cleared from the Customs owing to insuffi- 
| @ “ency or absence of quotas, may be imported into Turkey. 
The great majority of such goods have, of course, already 
n cleared under the provisions of the 1935 Agreement. 
All goods consigned from Turkey to the United Kingdom 
tuss be accompanied by a certificate of origin in order to 
tow whether or not they are Turkish goods within the 
Reaning of the Clearing Order. One copy of the certificate 
origin in respect of Turkish goods must be handed to the 
ms for stamping and transmission to the Clearing 
te, to be forwarded to the Central Bank of Turkey. 
Thited Kingdom goods exported to Turkey must continue to 
accompanied by a certificate of origin, in duplicate, issued 
a Chamber of Commerce or other competent authority in 
the United Kingdom, and visaed by a Turkish Consul. One 
“py of this certificate will be stamped by the Turkish

Customs and sent to the Central Bank of Turkey. Speci- 
mens of the certificates of origin in respect of Turkish goods 
and United Kingdom goods are annexed to the Agreement. 


PayMENTS PROVISIONS 


3.—The Agreement provides for the establishment of a 
Clearing Office in this country (the office will be at 2, Sanc- 
tuary Buildings, Great Smith Street, London, S.W.1). All 
debts which were due and owing on September 17 and all 
debts falling due after that date from persons in the United 
Kingdom to persons outside the United Kingdom in respect 
of Turkish goods imported into the United Kingdom must 
be paid to the account of the Clearing Office at the Bank of 
England. Deductions may be made for freight and other 
similar charges on goods, with the authorisation of the 
Clearing Office. 


4.—The sums credited to the Clearing Account will be 
allocated as follows :— 


30 per cent. to a Sub-Account B. This will be held 
at the free disposal of the Central Bank of Turkey. 

70 per cent. to a Sub-Account A. This will be utilised 
for the payments of debts in respect of which deposits 
have been made by Turkish debtors in the Special 
Account at the Central Bank of Turkey (see 
paragraph 5). 

Payments to United Kingdom creditors will be made on 
receipt of advices from the Central Bank of Turkey and, 
subject to certain provisions of the Protocol to the Agree- 
ment, of temporary and very limited effect, in the chrono- 
logical order of deposit. 

There will also be credited to Sub-Account A, in accord- 
ance with the Protocol (1) £50,000, by instalments, from 
Sub-Account B and as a first charge on that Sub-Account, 
in respect of sums paid by persons in the United Kingdom 
directly to persons in Turkey between the date of the coming 
into force of the Trade and Payments Agreement and 
March 20, 1936; and (2) 70 per cent. of the sterling remitted 
directly to Turkey by persons in the United Kingdom, 
and collected by the Central Bank of ‘Turkey, since 
March 20, 1936. 

(As regards sums credited to the Clearing Account in 
respect of imports of Turkish goods in connection with 
compensation transactions and for the liquidation of blocked 
accounts see paragraphs 6 and 7.) 


5.—Turkish debts in respect of imported United Kingdom 
goods will, as under the Trade and Payments Agreement, be 
deposited by the debtors concerned in Turkish liras in a 
Special Account in the Central Bank of Turkey (there is an 
exception in respect of certain goods imported into Turkey 
prior to June 20, 1935, in respect of which the regime in 
force in Turkey before June 4, 1935, is applicable). The 
sums deposited into the Special Account will, up to the 
amount of the debt due, remain blocked in favour of the 
persons in the United Kingdom entitled thereto until 
transfer is effected. 

(1t is understood that, where United Kingdom exporters 
wish to allow discounts or to provide for commissions to be 
paid to persons in Turkey, the Central Bank will require 
the deposit of only the net amount due provided the amount 
of the commission and/or discount is shown on the invoice, 
and the total amount thereof does not exceed 5 per cent. of 
the invoice value. If the amount shown on the invoice 
as to be deducted in respect of commission and/or discount 
exceeds 5 per cent. of the invoice value, the case will be 
considered on its merits by the Exchange Control.) 

The Turkish Central Bank will debit or credit to the 
debtor in Turkey any difference of exchange between the 
date of deposit and the date on which advice of payment 
is sent to the Clearing Office, so that the debtor in Turkey 
will pay the full sterling amount due. Sterling payments 
will be made to United Kingdom creditors as described in 
paragraph 4 above. 


COMPENSATION TRANSACTIONS 


6.—Provision is made in Articles 12 and 13 of the Agree- 
ment for compensation transactions. All United Kingdom 
goods and the Turkish goods included in the Fourth Schedule 
to the Agreement may form the subject of private compen- 
sations without special permission; the export to the United 
Kingdom of Turkish goods other than those mentioned in 
the Fourth Schedule for purposes of a compensation trans- 
action is subject to the authorisation of the Board of Trade 
and the Turkish Government. United Kingdom re-exports 
to Turkey of goods originating in countries with which 
Turkey has not a clearing or similar agreement may form 
the subject of similar private compensation transactions; 
the f.o.b. value of such United Kingdom re-exports must 
not, however, exceed £75,000 in any one year. 
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In respect of each compensation transaction the f.o.b. 
value of the United Kingdom goods imported into Turkey 
may not exceed 70 per cent. of the f.o.b. value of the Turkish 
goods imported into the United Kingdom. All sums due to 
persons outside the United Kingdom in respect of Turkish 
goods imported in connection with a compensation tran- 
saction must be paid to the Bank of England for the account 
of the Clearing Office. Thirty per cent. of each sum so 
paid will be credited to Sub-Account B; and 70 per cent. 
will be credited to a Sub-Account C to be utilised for pay- 
ments in respect of the United Kingdom goods exported to 
Turkey in execution of the same compensation transaction. 

A notice containing the text of the Turkish compensation 
regulations will be issued as soon as possible.

7.—Article 14 of the Agreement provides that any United 
Kingdom creditor in whose favour a deposit in Turkish liras 
was blocked in the Central Bank of Turkey at the coming 
into effect of the Agreement may use the whole or part of 
the deposit up to the equivalent of his debt for the purchase 
of Turkish goods included in the Fourth Schedule to the 
Agreement.

8.—The attention of traders is drawn to the fact that a 
the end of August the equivalent of more than one million 
pounds was blocked in Turkey awaiting payment to Unite 
Kingdom trade creditors. Sterling payments are at present 
being made in respect of deposits lodged in the Special 
Account towards the end of September, 1935. The delay in 
payment for new exports will be considerable, and trader 
are, therefore, advised to exercise caution in accepting new 
business.

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
